] wonld it were ſo now, Even ſo our Predeceſſours, 
Ariflotle, Virgil, Plato, and many others in giving us 
examples therein, have left immortall fame behind 
them in writing, through the good zeal and love 
they had to their Countrey and Common: wealth. 
Which thing likewiſe (Right worſhipfull) hath mo- 
ved me of long time to gather and put in writing, the 
doings of divers and (dry per ſonsas well frungers, 
a8. of our own Countrey men, te ſhew the helps for 


moſt diſeaſes in Cattel. And ſoraſmuch as] am inform-

Hen I had gathered and colleded (gentle Rea- 

der) certain medicines bow for to help Cattel and 
fo govern them, I conſidered what benefit, and profit -n 
might be to my Countrey and Ce umon- wealth, eſpecially 
unto the Husbandmen, and ſuch as have the ——— 
of Oxen, Horſes, She ep, and ſuch other Cattel. Fer, oft 
times for want of knowledge many Cattel being ſich do 
periſh and die : whereas ſickneſs and hurts are incident 
unto men divers waies; even ſo it chanceth unto Cattel. 
I hereupon I thought it good to take accaſion, for the love 
of my Conntrey and Common-wealth, to write ſomewhat, 
partly of the government of our moſt uſed Catte!, us Oxen, 
K ine, Calves, Horſes, Sheep, Hogs, and ſuch like: with 
divers approved Remedies for them; plainly and perfeò- 
ly ſet forth, to be underſtood of the unlearned Husband- 
man, as of the learned Gentleman: ſbewing ſomewhat 
moreover,for the bones-ſetting in a Beaſt: Declaring like- 
wiſe the order and nature of Hogs, with the uſe of Dogs, 
aui the cauſe sf their madneſs, with certain helps againit 
the bitten Cattelj and alſo to help many Dogs; with di- 
vers approved Waies ts take Moals in any kind of ground. 
I\ hich thing ye hall ind out in the Tables of theſame by 
A'phabet, and number, divided into three tooks, Tru- 
ſting (gentle Reader) thou wilt take all in good part, 1

Pap not eaſtiy, noz will ſap all that a mm ought 
to follow, oz fo aboid in buping of Oren But pe 
ſhall this underſtand: Dren are acco2ding to the te⸗ 

gion and Tountrey where they are bzed: fag as there is 
a diverſify o grounds and Countries , ſo likewiſe there 
are diverſities of bodies, and diverſifies of naturall cons 
rage; and likewiſe diverſity in haire and hoꝛn of them. 
Foz thoſe Dren in A na be ol one ſozt, 4 thoſe in F rence 
of another ſozt; (o-likewiſc here in England of another 
ſezt. And pet not ſo many diberſities of S z0binces, but 
as manp diverſtties in the beaſt: as in Italy, in Capua, 
there they hade white Oxen, and of ſmall body, pet very 
good fo labour in the plough, 4 till the ground. Allo in 
the Dutchy of Urben, there are great Oxen both white 
and red, mighty in body, x of great courage. Jn Tuſcanc 
and about Rome, the Oxen are well-ſct x thick, ſcrong⸗ 
made to labour. Like wile in tbe Alps x hils of Burgundy 
they be ſtrong, can wel indure all labour, 4 fair likewiſe 
withall. But nevertheleſs, althougb they do thus differ 
in divers parts, pet the buper ſhall mark 4 underſtand 
bete in certain generall rules of Oxen, the Which Mage of 
Carthage bath giben us t ſatth: He that will buy Oren, 
mult bay young-Oren, wel-quartered,having large 4 big 
members, with ling hoꝛns ſome what black, ſtrong 4 big:

The manner and way beſt for a man 
to tame his Oxen, 


Ixtt, to uſe it beſt. is this: ve hall uſe to handle pcur 
Orxen uhen they are poung bullocks and Calbes, ©. 
allo uſc to tpe them und to bind them to 1he C all, ſo that 
het calter it (hall not be paintull unfo von to fame them, 
noꝛ pet ſs danger eus to bʒuiſe them, as when they wax 
old. And pet J would not have them to be tamed beloze 
tiꝛc fears, no2 affer five rears: foz the one is fo 
weak ard tender, and the other too hard and (rong to 
tamc thoſe which hall be taken wild and fierce; fo2 ye 
ſhal fienſan kurt them. T bercfoze in houſing them firſt, 
pe Mal make your dœze large fo; thim to go in and out, 
end make a tight combing into the houle fog cruſding one 
another. And allo let poui ſtalls be voarded under thcir 
feet, and likewilt betoze them,. t let the crofs-bram c ber 
theit dead s be ot ſeven foot high, to tye up their beads if 
nad be. Ye (hall alſo faſten them flit ſt thereunto, and 
within a u hile alter, pe (val uſe fo handle hem bp the 
head t hozns, and uſe to water them in the ali; oz by 
coming abzoad, they will ſeck to bꝛeak awap, and will 
nat pie io io ſoon to the ket per. S ome do yoke them tos

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gether foz t daies ab2oad; pe ſhal likewiſe take good brd 
that one Dxe touch not another with their hoꝛns:ſo with» 
in two 02 th2c daies that pe ſ& them war moze tame fo- 
wards the evening you map pꝛoobe fo lead them fozth, t 
to walk them half a miles (pace 02 moꝛe, and ſo return as 
gain. But firff pou muſt ſe to tye them ſo ſtraight that 
they m2y not well move their heads then appꝛoach gent⸗ 
ly and go befoze them, not behinde them, noꝛ on thcir 
ſides: and ſpeak them fair, and ſo accuſtom them to ſee 
and behald thetr Reeper: then rub their heads, and touch 
thctr noſtrils ⁊ moz3els ſo that they may know and feele 
the ſcent of their deeper: and thus pou may uſe them all. 
Pe Mal alſo waſh e ſpzinkle them with Wine, to make 
-tzem moze tame familiar with vou, and then put your 
hand under thcir bellics, and betwixt their thighs fo the 
end that when pe do touch them there, they flie not away 
02 ſtrike. And ule them thus, that ye map at any time take 
kram them flies, wozms, oz ticks. Cbden ule fo be moze 
hear their des, but nat behind, fo2 fear of a blow with 
their feet: and then uſe to open their jaws, and take fozth 
th ir tongue, and rub the pallet of their mouth with ſalt: 
and uſe once 02 twice à pear to gibe them a dzink mixt 
with one pound of ſalt greaſe melted, with thꝛee pinks of 
Ale-a2 Me And by training and uſing them thus, ye 
map ſoan mate them tame, ſo that ye map ſeon after aſe 
them to the poke in coupling them with ſome other gentle 
Dre, ant ſo tye them to ſome tree, oz other thing, + then 
pe mp uſe them to the plough. But fleſt uſe them fo 
Tome light earth, foʒ the other map ſoon fire, and ſo dull 
them, becauſe their netus being pe: but ſoft and fender, 
may ſaon be bzuiſed and gauled with the bow and poke, 
if the earth be very har 3, and they as then are bat tender 
| and rave. And above ail, take heedin taming a Bull that 
De hurt pou not with his ho2ns 02 feet. Foz if pe do not uſe 
him 929erly. at the it, ye hill bardly tame him after, 
but he will have one ul touch oz sther: And likewiſe an 
old Drs is moze harder to fame, doubtfuller chen the 
* B 2 young 
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young Dre. Foz J habe pzobed (ſaith he) e tad expert» 
ence thereof at my bouſe: and, to frame a poung Ore fo 
toe plough oz cart, ye hail mitch him beſt with an old 
Dx: that is tame. verp ſtrong, and gentle, which will 
hol d the young Ore back if he be too haſty; oz pluck him 
fozward, if he be too flow: oz, if ye will, pe map make a 
poke foz thʒ e Dxcn,and put the young Dre in the mid, 
and by that means ye thal make the moſt hardeſt Dre to 
de time, t icfuſe no labour at the length. Foz the poung 
Dre (being never ſo ſtubbozn' in remaining between the 
two old ©xen,thep will it he be to lack) conſtrain him 
to dꝛab, oz if he would ſhoot fozward, they will hold him 
back and (tay him: oz it he would dzaw back, they will 
bold him fozward. Aiſo, if he would lye down. the other 
will hold him up. Thus by policy he may be ridof his tub» 
boꝛn frowardneſs. Alſo poke t im fo a wild bullock that 
bath not laboured befoze, & fo let them go poked looſe to- 
getger foz two oz tizee dates, & ſo they will war tame. 
And alittle chaſtening after will make him indure to la⸗ 
bour well: g ſome young Dren,after they be made tame 
and genile, they will war wearp, & le down in the ſuz⸗ 
row; t when any do ſo, he ought rot ſuddenly fo be coz» 
rected and raiſed again by violence, but by ſome gentle 
means after a little reſt, fo2 be map lye down by ſome o⸗ 
ther occaſion, as ſickneſs, oz faintneſs, either want of 
meat and water, Which will trouble him moze then the 
blows. Tu hen any lxe ſo down by flothfulneſs,ye ſhal bind 
fall his feet that he cannot riſe to feed, g; let him ſo lye, x 
ſo he ſhall be conſtrained thzcugh hunger £ thirft to leave 
bis weary Cothfulneſs, which doth ſeldom happen. Aiſa 
ve ſhal not yoke together two beaſts of unequall ſtrength 
- andft ature, fo2 the weaker (hall i ill have the wozſe. fg» 
gain, thoſe be aſts are beſt to labour that paſs on the way 
without fear of haddows,dogs, waters, ozany other thing 
they ſe 02 hear, t᷑ tho e beaſts alſo that eat much, om 
in chewing, foz they digeſt better, and dokep their fozce 
and biriue without waxing lean oz fæble, moʒe then thoſe 


which 
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which are haſfp f&eders. Alſo this is counted a great fault 
in ſome K&pers of Dren, which wil have his Dre rather 
fat then lean: Wwherefo:e to labour the body of a travels 
ling Ore,o2 other, he ought to be in a mean oz god eſtate, 
rather then kat, hibing dis mu cles o2 nerves ſtrongly 
| made, not charged with fat, which will bat grie ve them 

to labour when they are fo. Thus J will leave off their 
government. ſpeak hereafter of diſeaſes: as, if a1 Orz 
dave water in his bellp, pe ſhal gibe him the juice of hemp 
leaves, mixt with water fo dzink; oz, the leaves of Alder 
campt with Ale oz Bear do purge by ledge, oz de rot 
fod in old Wine 02 Ale and given, is god to voiowa'er 
out of the maw and bell . 


The remedies for certain diſesſes in Oxen, 
Kine, and other Cattel. 


T hall be {mall pzofit fo the Husbandman to give his 
beat meat, and know nat how to help 4 kep them in 
health e ffrength. ZTyecrefoze aur Ancients did uſe, to 
gibe them quarterly of Lupin peaſen. with the ſceds of 
Cypres, by eben poztions beaten together, 4 then ſtæped 
all one night in water t ſ:t in the open aire: which did uſe 
them ſo to keep them late from ſickneſs. Alſo often times 
Cattel wil habe a ſickneſs wbich will make them deſire 
| to bomit & cough with poverty: the which pe may help, 
by thzowing into his th:oat faſting, a raw ben egge, ſhell 

and all whole. Then, on the mozrow, fake bʒuiſed raiſing 
with the talks, t mix it with Wine oz Ale, and give tt; 
oz of common gariick put info bis ears. T is is not one 
thing alone to help them, but there are divers others: as 
to mix ſalt with their meat. And ſome do give them of 
| muglnoꝛt with Dple oz Wine to dzink. Others do give 
them the roots of leeks beaten with wine, oz the ſeeds of 
| firr-t:ee oʒ frankinſence, and alſo the ſeeda of Savi::, o: 
| Nue, to make them dzink it with Wine oz Ale, , ſome 
o-give them the herb called in XY —

in Latin Droſtis,mired with bitter fitches. Some do give 


them a little of a Serpents-skin beaten with Wine, 
Chep do uſe alſo to heat wild Time, oz Savozy in ſweet 
Une, 4 ſo give it, which is counted very gocd fo2 them. 
Likewiſe the ſca Omon called Squilla in Latin, to be cut 
ſmall 5 ſoked in wafer and given to ſwallow it. All theſe 
oꝛ every of them when they are miniſtred onght fo be gi⸗ 
ben and miniſt red thꝛee daies together, à ptat oz moze af 
once to a beaſt, which will purge their bellp, & take away 
the diſcaſcs, and alſo doth renew them unto Crength and 
bealth again. And among all medicines.the lees of Olives 
to be given, is a fingular good medicine, mixt with as 
much water as lees, eberetoze it ſhail not be ill to accus 
ſtome your Cattel thus: pe ſhall firft ſpainkle therewith 
geutly their meat and then put a little thereofinfo th ir 
water, and at iengih ve map mix in theit water a moze 
poztion thereof: and ſo give it unto them and likewiſe as 
Mon their meat: ſo thus pe may uſe to keep them conti⸗ 
nuallp in health as thep did uſe them in times pat. 


The cauſe of Peſtilence in Cattel. 


12 cauſes of peſtilence, one thing is the chafing of 
Cattel: whercfoze pe muff not chafe pour Cattel 
much in labour ſeciallp in ſummer, fox that dotb beſides 
bing unto them the flux of the belly, oz elſe an ague Alſo, - 
pe ſhal neither let hogs noꝛ hens to enter into their ffalls:; 
koz their dung being mirt with your Caftels meat, ill 
b:&d a Peſtilence at length, © kill them. And eſpecially 
tge dung ol hogs doth bz@d a murren among Cattel (the 
ſoner) in eating thereof; if remedy be not ſcon had, they 
will grow to a murren, and die thereof, The remedies 
are theſe: Ve muſt by g by change their laper, and divide 
them into many parts, + far off from thence. And alſo ſe⸗ 
parate the whole from the ſick: loꝛ one beaſt infected will 
Popſon all tie reſt inſhoꝛt time: Pow when pe babe chan- 
ged them into other parts, ye mult pat them 3 
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ofher beaſts do feed with them, fo the end they do not in⸗ 
fect other therein: a to overcome this Peſtiient evil is to 
give them medicines: therekeze thus pe map uſe them:pe 
all fake of wild · Cat ret called in Latin Daucus oz wilds 
Parſnip, oz ofgroundſill, oz of Angelica: roots, e the root 
ol the ſeu⸗holm named Er ingion in Latin, ſnith ſennel/ſerd, 
t ſpʒinkle it with ſod wine, 4 fine whraten meale, with 
bot water: mix them ſo together, 4 gtve pour ſick Cattel 
dzink thereof: ti en ſocn after pe (hall wake a dzink of 
Callia Mirrhe, and Frank incenſe, in like poztion, mixt 
with as much blood of th: ſea Lortus, if pecan: then put 
al:ogether in aquart ot old wine, and then ſquirt it into 

their ncfrils, Ve muſt miniſter this medicine tha 
daies together, every dap a third part. 

We habe (ſaith he) found allo a meet ſhoꝛt medicine x 

à good, which is the roof called in Latin Conſiligo, in 

French Romeel, oz Pacedelion, in Engliſh J tate it to 
be black Eleborie, which is very good foz ell Cattel. 
Which root ought to be taken aftcr t!1s manner. Pe 
mat digge him out of the carth with pour left gm, bes 
foze the Sun do riſe, fo2 as they ſap when he is fo faken, 
thereby he hath the moze virtue which ye mult uſe in 
this fozf. Firſt, Þe mnt boze thaough a circle of hoales 
with an Awle, oz Godkin of Bꝛaſs oz Latine in the flap 
02 b:oadef part of the beaſts eare But ft clip awap 
the zaire on both ſides fhereof, and then boare peur hoales: 
ſo done, then when pou ſe the blood iMNue fo:th like a 
round circle, yc ſhali then put into the laid o3tes of the 
fozefatd root cut in ſmall pieces. An» when it is within 
the fleſh hoalce, that Leaſt ſhall ti.continent p recover 
and war freſh and luſty again. And ſhall not fall into 

the danger of the aid ver.omous diſeale: Foz the reot 

will dzaw fozth ell the venome at the ſaid goales in his 

eare. Whereby that part o! the eare will rot and fall a» 

way, and by the loſs thereof, the beaſt mall eſcape and 

be ſaved. Cornelius Celſus, his connſell is this: Be 


hall put into their noſtrills of Piſtletoe leaves ſtamped

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with wine, but this muſt be done, aCoon as pour beaffs 


begin to war ſick, and then to uſe eberp beaſt that is infe- 
ed, as afo;eſaid,

V V Men a beaſt dofh not digeſt big meat, the gn 
is the rawneſs in the ſtom ck: & want of dige⸗ 
ſtion is, when be belche th often, « bis guts make a traw⸗ 
ling, bis cp: s will be charged with dꝛops, his ner bes and 
ſinews will be hars ano ftiffe: which cauſe is, he doth not 
uſe to rub oz lick himſelf. The remety are theſe: Pe 
ſhal take nine pints of warm wafer, g thirty Colwozt 
leaves a little bopled, mix them with ſome vinegar: 4 ſa 
make him to ſwallow it down, 4 all p dap after ye ſhall 
let him eat nothing but that. Some do tie him in the tall, 
elay meat afoze him,ſo that he cannot eat thereof: 6 then 
they takefour pound of the tops of lentiles, and the tops 
of wild olibes, and beat them together with a pound of 
hony, e put thereto four pints ofwater, and then ſetteth 
it a night in the open aire, and on the mozrow give it him, 
and within an hour after they gibe dim wild tares, oz 
fetches,ſoked in water. but no dzink : and this ye muſt do 
th:& daies together till all the cauſe be taken a wap. Then 
if this do not belp his digeſtion, oz crawling of his guts 
and bellp, wbich thing doth trouble him ſo, that de cannot 
eat his meat, and it maketh hem fo weep and complain 
and mourn, then let him not reſt long in a place, and alſo 
il he lie on the eartb, ve ſhall remove bis head olten where 
his tail was. Alſo this is a manifeſt teme dp foz them: ye 
ſhall bind bard the upper part of bis fail next the bulk : 
done, pe ſhall give him then a pint and a half of _ 
mirt witha quarter of a pint of opl of Olibe c make him 
to ſwallow it: e then lead him apace the ſpace of a mile x 
a half. Zhen it the diſeaſe go not awap, pe ſhall thenan⸗ 
noint your hands with greale, butter, oz oyl of 3 
2a 
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dꝛa w fo2th hing at his fundament and make his like⸗ 
wiſe to run a god ſpace after. - If this pꝛoſit not, ye Mall 
take wild figs dꝛyed, and eil to bzuiſe them, then mixe 
them with nine times ſo much warm watt t, and ſs give 
it unto him. If this yet help not, pe ſhall then take t wo 
pounds of the lea ves of myrts, then ſtamp them and mix 
them with th2e pints of u arm water, and ſo cite it with 
a ho n, but let him blod firſt undet the taple.and chafe him 
ell afo2c pe let him bloud to bleed the better: and when 
he hath bled ſufficiently, then ſtop it in, binding it avout 
with the bark of ſome tre. fo2 cloſeneſſe.

in Engliſh Yidebound , which doth ſoze to2ment and 
griere a beaſt.

Jing in rainy weather, and thereby come to be hidebound 
thꝛougb poverty. Wherefoze ye muſt take hed when 
they return frhm labour being ſoze chat of body and ſho2t 
of bzeath, Some uſe thcrefo2e to ſp2inkle them with wine 
x do ce ſt a piece of the fat of a beaſt down his th2oat : but 
if he have this diſer ſe already,it ſhall be goed to ſeth Bay

| F the Lights 02 Lungs of a beaſt be infected which is a 
grievous diſeaſe, foz thereby he wil wa x lean, and pine 
away , and at length he dꝛies ſs in his body by a common 
congh, whereby at length it wil kiil him if he have no re» 
medy. The remedies arte, ye ſhal pierce one of his eaves 
with a little bodkin (as is afozeſaid)fo2 the murren oz pe- 
ſtilence, and being ſo pierc'd ye (hal put into the ſatd holss 
the burnt rot of ſome Me zel trie, then take a quantity of 
the juice of leks with lo much ſallet ol, and mix it with 
a pint and half of wine, and give it him kaſting. e uſe this 
nine moꝛnings together and he ſhall do wel.

this wiil ſerve as wel foz other Cattel, 


For the Dew-bolne in the Cattel. 


T. Des ale in Ore, oz Cow, oz other beaft,is ſwel: 
ling his body as much as the gkinne map hold, which 
ſwelling is very dangerous to ſome foz burſting : it is got⸗ 
ten by eating of the tryfoil graſs in a deawp mozning (as 
ſome ſay) which graſs maketh him to ſwell, as though 
be would burſt, The remedy is: ſome do chaſe and dive 
him ſoftly np and down to make him to dung. If that 
doe not help, then pou muſt rake him and take fozth his 
dung. If that will not ſerve, then they Ctriks a hole with 
4 knife 02 bodkin, to the hollow part of his back above his 
flank,and ſo thereat let out the wind by a feather 02 quill, 
any ſo he will recover again; But beware ye ftrike him 
not ſo dee p that ye picrce his guts.

This diſeaſe commeth to a beaſt that is gre dy, and is 
put into a paſture of ſuch rank grafſe,in eating ſo greevily 
thereof, that his ſides will ſwell as big as his back⸗bonc: 
and ſometimes the one will ſwell moe then the other and 
pit few die thergof ; and when a beaft is ſo he may not be 
haſtilp dꝛiven no2 laboured till he be aCwaged , foz it is 
but a ſubſtance of wind within his body. Therefoze it is

and when they be fwoln, ſome beaſts will ſtand fill, ſome 
will lie down: but if ye can raiſe bim, ftirre him up and 
down to make him dung; fo2 if he once dung, he is pat 
danger fo2 that time: but if he lie and will not riſe, ye 
chall ſtrike him witha harp knife oz bodkin, the inches 
dep 02 mo2e, If that will not ſerve, thꝛuſt him ſo dep 
till wind come fozth, Then do fome put a quill into the 
hole oz a fe: ther that the wind map come fc2th thereat 
the better: and when pou ſhall ſ& him well flaked ye may 
then lay a little tarre thereon to k p off the flies, and he 
Wall do well again in ot ſpace,

Another, take the rots of white elebo2y, other- 

wiſe called ne ſtng powner, and mixs of that powder with 

opl, and therewith anoint; 02 boyl it with god vinegar, 

and ſo waſh therewith, Another, take of bearfot hearb, 

ſtamp it and then ſtrain it with vinegar, then mixe thert⸗ 
with. Another, take garlick and ffamp it, and mixe it 

with pennpropall. then give it the beaſt with Ale oz Ber, 

and let him be chated a while alter. Another, Take the 

ted of ſtaveſacre dꝛied, and beaten into fins powder, then 

mir it with oyl of freſh greaſe, and aneint the beaſt theres 

with.

it doth till grow and increaſe by moze heat. Foz com- 
monly it cometh in Summer, and not in Winter; - Foz 
when the beaſt is hot and hath been chaft.then if there be 
any, it will riſe and ſwell full of wind and water,ſo when 
it is full and big withall, it will top the beaſts wind, 
which ye ſhall perccive by his gaping and holding fozth 
his tongue, and foaming at his mouth. If then there be 
not ſpeedy remedy, he will ſundeni fall and die. The re- 
medy is, to caſt him and take fozth bis tongue, and flit the 
bladder, 02 bzeak it thereon; then ſoftly waſh it with vi-

lyeth whole in the maw, and will not digeſt. But in 
continuance of time they will grow and ſp2ont in their 
maws (as ſome ſay) which thing will cauſe the beaſt to 
ſwell, and ſeem as though ſomething did Kick and trou- 
ble his gullet and thꝛoat: and thoſe beafts that have eaten 
many thereof and lie in their ma ws undigeſted, are like to 
die tbereof if remedy be not ſon fc und. The remedy is ve 
ſhall take a god quantity of whole muſtard⸗ſe d, and mix 
it with wine oꝛ ſtrong ale, and give it to the beaſt, Another 
Chop and then b2uiſe ſmall a god handful of Camomile. x 
then mix it with wine, give it the beaſt. Another, Toke 
a handtul of Juniper crops 03 berries, cut them, and then 
ail to bzuiſe them ſmall; then mix it with wine, and give it. 
Ansther, 
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Another, Lake penpropal, rochet, garden mint, ot each 
in like quantity, ſtamp them togetber, then put a pint of 
wins oꝛ ale, and let it ſtand cloſe covered all night z on the 
mo2row firain it and then give it the beaſt. Another Tale 
a g@d handful of the rats and leaves of Avens, waſh them 
and then lap them to ſoke all a night in wine, oꝛ ftrong ale, 
then on the mozrow ſtamp them, am then ſtraine tbem, 
and ſo give it the bea.

IF an O xe, oz other beaſt by chance vo leſe his Quide, 
as ſometimes a beaft, byſſoms occaſton his quide wil fail 
from him out of his mouth and then he will mourn, have 
no ſtomack to eat, becauſe the meat which he hath alteady 
eaten will not digeft, The remedy is, ſome do uſe to 
take part of the quide out of another beaſts moth which is 
of like nature : as if it be a Cow that do want her quide to 
take ſome of the quide of another Cow and p ive it her to 
[wallsw do ln, and by that means ſhe u ill do well again: 
and ſo the like of other beaſts, Alſo again, ſome do take a 
handful of the hearb called Cudwozt, which they bauiſe 
\mall.,and put a quantity of fat therennts,and ſo convey it 
into the beaſts mouth to ſwallow that hath loft his quide, 
and ſo he will amerd. Again, ſome take a piece of leaven, 
am put that into the beaſts mouth as afozeſaid and ſo he 
will thereby recover again: alſo when a beaſt hath loft his 
guide clean, pe may ide him ſome of a wall mixt u ith u- 
tine 4 make himſwallow it, Oꝛ ye ſhall take the cram of 
bzeap,and mix it with a little ſalt, and there withall to rub 
and chafe the tongue of the beaſt: but if he have ſo remat- 
ned long, whereby he is far ſpent and waſted, then pe ſhal 
take fozth his tongue and pꝛick the vein there under with 
an awl in two oz thz& plates, and ſo it wil hie d, and there- 

by be will recover again and do well, —

To help Calves that have the Worms. 


Alves will oft times have wozms in their bellies. 
which will annoy them much and at length kil them: 
and when they are ſo troublad thers with, ye Chal ſz ſome 
run up and yown not to ſtand oꝛ abide long in a plate, and 
ſome will lie down,ſhake and qui bet, and ſtraight way up 
agam and about: am ſome will hold their heads oft to- 
ward their des, and theſe wozmes in Calves do herd 
of an ill digeſting of theit moat-: wherefoze ye muft often 
ſx unto them that they come not into the fozeſaid danger: 
but when any calves have them, to help thereof, ye ſhall 
take tumpin peaſe half raw,and bznile them i then make 
them into malt pieces,and caſt of thoſe into his thzoat, x 
make them to fwallow them fo many as ye ſhall ſee good. 
Do this a moznings,and tt will kill them, Another Take 
Sothernwood v2 Wozmwood,and bꝛuiſe thereof with dzp 
figs and with fifches, and maks tbe like paſte thereof ano 
caft them into his thzont: Another, Take one part of old 
greeſe,wwith tinte parts of hyCop, then mix and beat them 
all well to z and then ofve it as the other afozeſaid. 
Another.take of the juice of hoꝛehound beaten and ſtampt 
with a quantity of lie k blades and ſo made in pellets, and 
given, Anorher, take of wozmſerd and bzuiſe it well, and 
give it in Kine : + fo give the powder of ſavine mixt with 
wine oz ale: if thoſe woꝛms be in the maws of calves, 
then ye ſhall give them of the ople of ſavine mixt with a 
zjittlenew milk and that will kill them betr g in the maw 
of any beaff, Alſo weaning ot calves,ſometimes wil bꝛd 
wozmes when they come to grafſe, ſoon after they be 
weaned, Which thing ye hail perceive when they are 
troubled there with; ko they wilt then tremble and ſhake, 
and ſomt lte und fp;awwl on the ground. The reme- 
dy is: Ye ſhall then take a quantity of the ſoot of a chim⸗ 
nep, with thelike quantity of ſow2e leben, and a little 
farce ; then fttr and mix all thefe together well, in __

of new milk from the cow, and to give unto each calſe a 
poꝛtion thereof. Ale this fo2 four moꝛnings together: a 
pint of milk will ſerve four cal ves at a time. Aiſo ſome 
do give them of Tanners ouſe to dzink, and ſo thereby

a good handful of wozmwood, then Crain it with ale oz 
bee r, and give it to the beaſt with a hozn, Another, Take 
a handfal of box lea ves, cut them and ſtamp them, and ę ive 
them with ale oz wine: oz take the powder thereof,and mix 
it with new milk. and ſo give it. Another, Take of the 
hearb called P2ickmadam, which groweth on houſcs oz 
walls, a handfull : then beat the leaves and tops thereof, 
and ſo mix it with ale oz beer, and ſo give it with a hon. 
Another, Stamp a good handful of Pugio:t, then ſtrain 
it with ale and ive it. Oꝛ take a handful of red nettles, 
which carrieth the red flower, called Archangel, ſtamp and 
ftrain thereof into ale oꝛ ber, and then ptve it. Another, 
Take a handtull of woodſage, oꝛ wild ſage ; bznile it then 
train it with ale, and ſo give it. Another, Cake and ſtamp 
of garden creſs,and then ſtrain it with ale, and ſo gi ve it. 
Another, Take and ſtamp garlick and mix it with milke 
oꝛ ale, and ſo give it. All theſe are ſpecial good againſt 
wo2ms in cattel. 


Againſt pain in the feet of Caitel, called of ſome 
husbands, the Foul. 

Ometimes cattell-will have a diſcaſe betwixt their 
cleaſes called the Foul:which orief ſometimes wilbe in 
the fozef&t,and ſometimes in the hinderler t. Which grief 
will commonly ſ wel, and make the beaft to halt: the reme- 
dy fs, ye muſt baſt him, aud then bind his four fe t te ge⸗ 
ther: then taks a rope of hatr,oz ſome other hard twiſt rope 
and dꝛaw it up and vown between his cleaſe til ye _ it 
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bleed well, Then take ſome tarre, and mix it with ſome 
honp, and greaſe, and lay to thereof. Then put a buskin, 
oz ſuch like thing on his fot to keep it from durt and then 
pe may put him into ſome clean paſture till he be whole, 
oz kiep him inthe houſe, and he will be whole in two oz 
tbꝛie dapes again. | 

There will bz&d alſo (as ſome husbands ſay) a lie 
grief and ſwelling betwirt the cles of cattel, called the 
Uozm, that will grow to a bunch, and ſo to rtpeneſs,and 
at length it will bzeak, and it will be in the midff of his 
cles, and ſo it will make him halt to much, that he cannot 
well go, When pe ſhall ſe it (well ſo big, ye ſhall then 
lance it,and ſo-let-fozth the cozrupt matter: then anoint it 
with tar and freſh greaſe mixt and then kee p his fet clean 
fo2 two 03 the dapes, and it will be well again, 


To help a beaſt that piſſeth 
bloud. 


Ome do take a loch fiſh quick, and put it downe the 
beaſts thzoat, If that help not, ye hall take of bloud:

Againſt the Macren or Plague among 
Cattell. 


As fo2 the murren oz plague among Cattel, there be 
means enough (ſafth he) that can help the ſame, be- 
ing taken betimes. Which diſcaſe cometh of an infection 
cf the bloud; and it appeareth commonly firſt in the head 
fo2 then his head will ſwell, ond his eyes wax g2eat, and 
they will run of water. And when he dcth ence froth at 
the mouth he is then paſt remedy.andſho?tly after he vill 
Ste, and yet when they are thus fick they will tat. The 
remedies are: pe ſhall flea the beaſt that is ſo dead, and 
- bury him in a deep pit and cover him well with earth. that 
no dogs can come to the carrion : to ſo many beafts as ds 
ſmell thereof are like to be infected with the ſame diſeaſe, 
and fo2thwith ye Chal have the uin ſtraight to the Tanner 
earry it not home, fo2 fear of moze peril may fall thereof, 
There is a common uſe, and done of a great charitp which 
ts, they will put the veaſts skin an a pole and then ſet it 
a hedge faſt bound to a Rake by the high way fide, that . 
very man riding by. may perceibe thereby wbere the ſick- 
neſs of cattel ta, and aifo in what Townſhip:and thep hold 
an opinion it will thereby ceaſe the rather, which J do 
ſcarcely belt be. But a beaſt having the murren, being 
flap's it wil appear between the fleſh and the min; foz it 
will be as though it were full of frotby bubles line bit: 
fters, ſome blackiſh, ſoms blew, and ſorke yellow, which 
will commonly be in a fat beaſt, an tuch thick and moze 
deep in the fleſh, © + 

There have been tome beaſts that have died of the mur: 
ren (as I babe been credibly tclv ) he that flapd him died 
ſoon after, and he that went with it to the Tanner e the 
hozſe that carried it and the Tanner that tan dit: all theſe 
dyed ſoon thereupon, which was thought it was by the 
infection of the tinking ekin, but being true, it was u 
marvelous infection, Wherfoze it is thought good of ſome 
to bury them whole, — 
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thts is thought god of ſome, to take a ſmall cozy and bind 
tt hard about his neck: then on the farther (ids ye ſhall 
tel a great beine, am with a launcct ye Chal firike there: 
on and let him bleda pint oꝛ moze, and ſo likewiſs on the 
other ſive of his neck, Then take away the co2p and it wil 
ſudventy ſt nch, but if the Eqn be there he is in moze dan⸗ 
ger of bleeding fil. If he ſo do. e ſhal clap to bʒuiſed net- 
tles and ſalt, oꝛ wild tanſep bznifed and laid to: and ſume 
therefoze do give them vztnks, Thus mult you ſerve all 
pour tattei that are inteded 03 being together in one pa- 
ure e doing pe ſhal avetd the greater danger in this dif- 
eaſe, Ia the murren, it is taken by venomed graſle, by 
company, and poploned water, and by hunger. 


The Rearing of Calyes for increaſe 


T ſhall be god fo; huſbandmen to rear pearly ſo many 
calves as they can conveniently keep to maintain their

Alto it is moſt true, in the high mountains of Spain, 
which lie th towards the Occident ſeas, many Jenets and 
young Pares have colts without the covering of the hoꝛſe 
which colts they do nouriſh and bzing pet they axe 
unpofitable, foz within thze years.when ſhould be 
at perfect growth they die. But as touching the covering 
of Mares the fitteſt time is about the month of March oꝛ 
Apzil : thea let the young Mares be ſatisfied of ther na- 
tural defires, any the reft of the pear kep the hozſe from 
them: and to ſeparate the great Stallions apart it ſhall 
be beſt, becauſe they hall not cover when they would, but 
fokep them te tober when the heft time iu ſo it hall 
de bctter.ſo that pe haye paſture lo them, and let them be 
far from the Pares, oz elſe kep them fill in the ſtable 
till the time of covering pour Pares, againſt which time 
they ought to be well nourifhed, and ted with barley am 
dꝛied peaſe, to make them the moꝛe luſtier. Fo2 whercag 
a hozſe is weak in covering, ſo mach weaker ſhall the colt 
be in growing e might, Some do make the hoz(c therefoze 
as luſty as he may be whereby he may the bettet endure to 
cover many Mares within a ſhoꝛt time, and yct not ts to.

out : Duch lo2es oft times do kill hozſes, if there be not 
(in the beoinnino) ſome remedy found. Some do anotnt 
them with oyl of Cedar, o; Lentiles o2 with Nettie ſens 
mixed with @allet epl.o2 the oyl of a Mhale oꝛ the d:op- 
ping of ſilt tunny, and chiefly the greaſe of a Seal fiſh. 
But if the ſoꝛes be old, you muff have ſtroncet things. 
as to boil of Betony herb, and b2i:nffons por der. oz elle» 
b:2y, of pitch. with as much old greaſc and with this they 
do heal all old ſo2es, fn raiſing them firſt with a Warpe 
tron, and then to waſh them with pifſe, and ſo to anotnt,. 
And ſometimes. if it be feſtred, to cut it to the quick and 
then to dꝛaw it with medicines, as (311 be made with 
Tarr ard Oyl, and ſuch like, which will cleanſe and fill 
ag*in the plate: and when the hair wall be full again, 
m cloſed full with hair. then it ſhall be god to chate the 
plice with ſot cf a caldꝛon end butter. Bnd to heal a re 
vel gell oꝛ ſoꝛe back, take ſet of a chimney and rec ſt mixi 
tecether, end plaiſter it therewith which will heal with 
out am other thing in ſhifting it once a dap. 
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Foꝛ riſing of the skin oꝛ raiſing thereof,take two creat 
Ontons, and bople them in water with Younde-tongue * 
herb ; then being hot, take a pound ol Malt, and mixe it 
with ſtrong viaegar, putting therein the yclk of an coge, 
then mix altogethcr,and rub the place therewith and pou 
Hall ſæ the experience. And foz his back. thot is chꝛpt 
and ſwoln you ſhall firſt waſh him with piſs hot, then & 
notnt him with freſh butter, and lay thereon a little hap 
Lect in told water, and ſo clap pour ſaddle thereon. and let 
hi m reſt ſo all that night oꝛ anoint it with butter then put 
on the wet hay, aus peur ſadyle, Some clap thelc to 
hot hozſe dung and then the laddle. but take the grounds 
of ale oz ber, and bopl it well with Pallows, and clap it 
hat: but if the skin be th20ugh chat ſo that it doth water 
and is very moiſt, ye ſhall have ready in a bag filled with 
the powder of bzier leaves fincly beaten, and put a little 
of that thereon, and it will dꝛy it up by the mozning, and 
will heal it alſo,without other thing. Alle ko; ſo2e eyes, 
which may be hcalcd with tie meal of wild tarcs, called 
Ozeb, And the creviſes and chops%n the eyes are hca- 
led with fafliag ſpittle and alittls ſalt. oz the powder of 
day bones, and mixed with burned ſalt o2 the ſceds of 
wild Parſacps-in powder, and pat in a cloth, and blow it 
ta his eyes: and all the griefs of the eycs are healed by 
mixing the juice of plantain with ho:jed water, 02 if pou 
have not that, take Hanp and tyme mixt together. Alſo 
foz a ſoꝛe eye, take ſtrong uettles, Camp the m and train 
them with beer, and ſquirt thereof into his eye twice 03 
thꝛite, then blow in a little powder of Sandi vet, and let 
hin take no cold ot his eye till it be u Hale, If pou muſt 
neds ride him after, it were god to kap a cloth befo2e 
his eye to defend the wind, and it were god to let him 
bloud under the eye and then dꝛels him once oꝛ twice. and 
it ſhall ſaffice, Foz bloud in the eyes take the white of 
an egge and clap it to,02 the juice of Sclandine to anoint, 
und it is god againſt any ſtroke; and alſo it is gad to 
make 
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make a toſt ot tnead. and dip it with white vine and clap 
it to his eye, arid uſe it often, oz to let bloud under his 
bows: : and fo — the flies trom his eye oz otbet ſoze, 
you (hall molt tarre 82 opl, 02 tarre and hogs greaſe toge« 
ther, and ſtrike thereof all about. 

Sometimes a hozſe will caſt bloud at his noſe, which 
deth weaken him much, and is gotten by ſome ſtratn, oz 
ſuch like: they ſtench it by blowtng in at their noffrils 
the juice of Coziander, oz bꝛuiſe the leaves of Per- 
wincle, and put thereof in h/s mouth, and let him chew 
it BG his teeth, and tht will Rench bleeding at the 
noſe, 

Sometimes a hozſe will loſe his taſt which comcth of 
ſozrow, The remedy is, take four ounces of the ſe ds of 
Nigel Roma na, beat with tx ounces of opl Olive mixes 
with a pint of Wine, and make him to ſwallow it de bon. 
Lhe di'paſition cf vomit : They uſe to take it away in 
m king them often to \wallow a beaten head of Garlick, 
with thꝛer pints of wine. 


Aqgai..ft Apoſtumes 02 Peffilent ſoꝛes, it ſholl be god peſtilence 
to pierte him with a hot tron rather then with a cold, then in Mares: 


plaiſter it with heatina medicines, 

Alſo there is a Peſtilente which cauſeth ares ſud» 
denly to wax lean, and ſo pine away, It any ſuch do hap⸗ 
pen yon ſhall put in their noſtrils four pints of fiſh bꝛine, 
called Garume. If the qrief be great they take tx times 
ſo much. any this will make them to purge, and caſt cut 
all flegme at their noſtrils. 

Sometimes Pares will be in a rage but not often, 
Which is to be noted How that ſometimes they happen to 
be in a hot rage: this is when they ſee thetr tmage in the 
woter, they are ſuddenly taken with lore, inſomuch that 
then they fozget to dꝛink 02 cet and in ſo burning do be⸗ 
come dꝛy. The ſigns arc, then ſhe runs over the paſturcs 
as ſhe were chaft oꝛ beaten, and looking oft about her, as 
though ſhe deſire? ſome thing. 

They uſe to heal this folly in leading her fo the woter 
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again: fo2 when the Wall ſee her ſelf in the water as the 
did befoze ſhe doth luddenly foget het firft {mace that ſhe 
ſaw; And this is often among Pares, Thus will F 
here leave a little of them, and ſpcak fomewhat of Polls 
and their natures, 

Who ſo bath a deſite to nouriſh ACes and Moils, they 
ought diligently to ſearch foz the faireſt and beſt males. 
and likewiſe the femalesto bear colts: fo2 if they de not 
both well dit oled thoſe which (hall come of them ſhalt 
nothing pzevail, Pe muſt thercfo2e chufe the Pare under 
teu years and large and fair, and well membzed to abide 
travel: and let her bear eaſie burthens, foz hurting the 
lee d within her belly, and not to be onely beautifull of 
nodp, but god alſo of ſpirit and ſtomack: any the 
td is long ere it take life within her bon. oꝝ be long ere 
ſhe foal, ſcarcely about the end of thirteen months, it is a 
token of ſome let. Notwithftanding , the Doi! colt 
taketh moze aftcx the Ae thet begat him, rather then 
#fter the life and neture of his dam, and yet you ſhall rot 
find it true in all Pares, no moae then it is pꝛoper in all 
hozſes: Foz ſometimes txperience- doth deceibe a mons 
judgement in him which he chaſeth, Foz oftentimes 
Stallions of their own naturs and race are mar bellous 
in conditions and fozm, And whereas the Pares are 
but ſmall and fair, commonly they bing moe malcs 
then females, Nevertheleſſe the colts as increaſe oz di⸗ 
miniſh after, 02 accozding to their dams, Some Stall 
ons ars ill to ſ to, and pet thall beget colts of great pꝛite. 
Am ſome do pield a wozthinefe unto the fruit, moꝛe then 
other ſame. But thep ate moe colver, and not fo hot 
of vefire, and ate not jenes tn love but onely with the 
Pare, And theſe fozt of Stallions muſt have the Mares 
of the like naturs : (oz the liks nature is moe familiar 
to conceive then others. Pet the As never begets an 
Alke, na2 the Moyl never begets Poyls : aud fo; this 
caufe thep do often ſuffer the Stallions to mount on the 
Pares to put them in the moze heat, and to take them 
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ſaddenly away againe : which ſhall make the hoſe to be 
moꝛe eager of the Pazr, which befoze he little paſt ol; 
and this is to be noted by the way, thoſe which have their 
ktoneps hot, are al wayes moꝛe beſtrous then thzſe which 
have their Fortes and kidneps cold, which is as well in 
man as in beaff, 

Where is another ſozt of Stalltons which are in a 
rage in their fiery heat, which are ſo divelliſh and fro: 
ward, that thereby they ars ſon marred if they Le nct 
wiſely goderned and handled, Arty often they bzeak their 
halters and cozvs by gnawing and biting them aſundex, 
and [leap on Pares with foal, often biting them by the 
neck and back. 

Now to eozrect ſuch pe muſt put them in a hozſe⸗ 
miil, and there make him ſure, and uſe him a little to 
labour cently, and ſ@ ye ſhall make him to leave his fu- 
rioufneffe. So when he hath left it, pet thereupon let 
him not be ſuffered to cover, uutill be be in ſulficient 
heat thereunto. Foz this is of great impoitance, that 
the ſpirit of thefe beaſts ars naturally heavy and ficepy, 
but by moderate exertiſes they will be the mozc livelier 
to travel, and then ye may let them cover, that by the 
ſccret efficacy of hidden natuꝛe, their fruit may be the 
moꝛe pleaſanter, Al a Poyl doth not ingender with 
a hee Ae 02 Pare, but a ſhe Aſſe with a Yozſe, oz a 
wilde Be⸗Alle with a Pate. Certain Authozs which 
A will not Hide, as Marcus Varro, and befoze him De- 
mocritut, and Mago, hate ſald, that in Affrick, there is 
no mar bel, oz pet a monffrous thing to ſz theit Poyis 
to bear, no moze then the Mares in this Country, The 
moft fair and largeſt catteil among all Popls, are thoſe 
which be begotten of Ades and map well be compared 
unto thoſe which are cotten of wild Altes: Ik it were 
not tht they are ſo troubleſome, wild, and hard to go⸗ 
vern and rule, like unte their Syre, there were none 
like them, 
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Wherefo!e thoſe Stallions that ſhal come of thit taco 
hall be better, and ſo from time to time to alter. Foz if 
ye tovet a Pare with a hozſe that was begotten of a wilt 
Alle oz tame they ſhall ke p their bligneCle anv.largenceCe 
ſike their Spꝛe wirh the like ſrength. and age unte their 
firſt rate. And thoſe that are gotten bet wirt an hole and 
an alle ſhall bear the name of their daͤmms, as they ſay 
hozſe mopls, fo2 they ſhall reſemble and be like unto 
th:tr Dams, Therefoze it is better :o have Poples of 
an aſſe ſtallion , which by cxpcrience comes of good and 
fairer race then otherwiſe. Ye muſt be choſen great of 
body, with a ſtrong nec k, his ſides long and large, with an 
oven and large b2coft and full of ir cvs; his thic bs ficſhy 
his legs well truſt and black of colour, oz ſpotted. The 
Alles are commonly of a monſe-ydun coloured heir: Bat 
yt is not a pleaſaut haire foz a mople: thercfoze in e; 
ne ral it is cood to take c ood heed thereof that you be not 
deteived by pour eye; fo2 cten like as we ſhall ſ& the 
flvce of a Lamb which commeth of a Ram With a ſpot 
ted tongue ſo fkewtile the Ade hath hair of dibers colo2s 
in his bꝛows and corce, and thereby often they make the 
Moyles ck divers cclours: thercfoze when pou have dili⸗ 
ge: tly conſidered of pour ſtalion pet ne vertheleſſe ye may 
be deteived koꝛ beſides theſc afo2cſaty marks ſometimes 
they hite moylcs by othcr coloured hozſes which they 
know not, and yet the ſame map be as well eſt e med as 
other: which comes of no other cauſe but from their firſt 
dams and generation, which by mixing with cthers, heth 
ben alm ſt veffroyed . and yet by the ſerd of the h:2ſs is 
rene wed again to his firff eſtate. And the aſſe which J do 
wꝛite of as ſon as ſhe hath foaied it aught to be taken a- 
wap from her and pꝛivilp to be ſet to the mare which 
bath a colt, ſothat ſhe know rot thereof; which muſt be 
done in the night and ſet in a dark place. But firft take 
away the mares colt and pat to the other: but in ten days

How the Huzbandman, or Carter ſhould

O ſhew ſoms what the duty of Carters, which Car⸗ 
ters muft aiſo have patience in moderate uſiug of 
their Þozfes, and at all other times he ought to beate a 
love al wapes to his cattel; fo that his cattel may lobe him, 
not fearing them t mach : let him never nſe ro beat 
them with the Fock of his whip, but whip them with 
the laſh, and uſe them to the ſound thereof, and yet not 
often, fo dufllingof them: in travel aſe them fometimes 
with fierce woꝛes mo2e then with ripes. Pour loytc« 
ring hoꝛles touch befoze the other and thi free hoꝛſe 2 
m 
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him leatk of all, but at & great n Alſo a fr hojſe 
ought to be haitred ſhozt, 03 ale he Bill ſon ſpoil himſelf 
in training continually, de wi ſan de lame, bzokenw- 
windev.

well cleanſed, noz let them beſhov till they be well. Alſo 
the Carter nuff fee datl that his harnsſs be juſt and meet 
foz every hoꝛſe accozving to his ſtoture, that he may there» 
in labour the caffer.

Here I will turn and ſpeak ſomewhat of remedies a 
gainſt ſo2enefle that comes oftentims to hoꝛ:ſes. Foz a 
mopl oz hozſe that hath the fever you (yall give him to 
dzink, rus 02 calewo2ts; but when he d2aweth his 
bzeath oꝛt. and doth often figh wit hal, then they uſe to 
let him dloud on the neck vein, and then take a pint of 
wine, with half an ounce of ſallet oyl,and mtr therswith 
ſome frankincenſe, and with a third part of the juice cf 
mug woꝛt, give it. And if they have any frets o2 galls on 
the paſtozns. you ſhail ploifter thereo! the pa ſte of barly 
meal, and open the (mpcſthume, it there be any, and heal 
it with terits of lint. and ſach ointments as is betoꝛe men- 
tioned, with a pint and a half of Garum, which J take to 
be ſalt fiſh-water, with a pound of ople Olive mixed tos 
ecther and put into his noſtrils and put thereto the whites 
of thꝛer 02 four egos, And ſometimes they do lance their 
eyes. ſometimes ſear it with an het iron. and if the bloud 
be deſcended doin into tbe fat. they cut it as the founder 
of a hc2ſe, and thep give him bear-foct herb to cat. and 
Hiolcime, called Penbane; the ſed alſo is good to be 
dznifed and given with wine.

onght to be of good nature, wiſe, skilfull, countable and 
right in all his doings, wherein few are fo be found af this 
dap, eſpecially in Uillages t Towns; ſoꝛ by their idleneſs 
and long reſt, they grow now to wax ſtubbozn, e are giben 

(foz the moſt part) fo frowardneſs andevil, moze then 

good p2ofit ts their Maſters, and ill mannered, wheres 

ofbzceevs many a theebiſh condition, being pickers, lpars, 

and ffealers, and runners about from place to place, with 

many other infinite evils.

Sheep (as well as other) ougbt to be the firff cattel fo 
be locked unto, if vou mark the great pꝛoſit that tomes by 
them: fe; by theſe cattel we are chiefly defended from cyld, 
inſerv:ng many waies in cobering foz our bodies, 
do not only nouriſh the people of the Aillages, but alſo foz 
to ſerve the table with many ſozts of delicate 4 pleaſant 
meats. 1nſome countries their milk doch ſerbe inftead of 
farmentp,of which are the people of Scythia, called No- 
mades, and alſo the Greeks do name them Galactapotes, 
that is to ſay, D2zinkers of milk. And fozaſmnch as theſe 
cattel are tender and delicate, as Celſusaffirmeth, there ; 
foze good heed muſt be taken unto them foz ſickneſs, pct 
thep are confmonly in health, except at ſome times they 
are ſubject fo murren, ſcab, oz peſtilence, in changing of 
grounds: therefoze they muſt be choſen agreeable fo the 
nature ofthe place where they ſhall remain, the which is 
a ru'e meet to be obſerved 4 kept not only in thoſe cattel, 
buf alſo in all other cattel of husbandzy whereof Virgil 
ſaith: All grounds for all chings are not good, 

Nor meet for all beaſts to get their food. 

Foz, the fat champain and paſture fields are good to 
nouriſh great ſheep in; foꝛ lean ſheep and hoggrels, cloſes. 
And ſheep well fleſht, th:y ſhall do well in Fozreſts and 
Mountains, dzp places, and plain commons: and all ſes 
bered cloſes ar d. g commedions fo nouriſh all tender 
ſheep, and to them battle, and ſo to fat well. There 
is a great reſpett to be had unto the differences ol nature, 
not only in the ſoꝛts and bꝛeed ol ſheep but alſo of their cos 
lours and chuſing ofthem; oz experience doth ſhew, = 
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ſheep of Mileſia in Athens be great, verp fair, and well 
eſteemed: alſo thoſe ſheep af Calabria. and of the A ppo- 
licans, and thoſe of Tarent, and now theſe in France bz 
moze eſteemed and pzaiſed,and eſpecially the ſheep of Tor- 
cello; and next, thole ef the leanchampians, as beſide Par- 
ma and Modena in Italy, 

Alſo the white colour in ſhecp is very gcod and p2ofifas 
ble, as we uſe here moſt in England; fuz ofthis colour a 
man map make any other ond the whife u ill kecp alſo his 
colour long. The black and the b:cwn be alſo well pꝛai⸗ 
ſed, which be much uſed in Italy at Polencis, aid alſo in 
bigh Spain af Corube. The yellow ſheep be in A (a. the 
which they calbred Saſerned ſheep ; fculy the uſe thereof 
we have had already bp givers 4 many experiences of thoſe 
kind ol ſheep. oz in Aft ica, whert they are bzcught(from 
the fown called Gadirane, t᷑ thertabout) are wild Rams 
of ffrange and marvellous colours, with many other kinds 
of beats, which are off times bzought unto the people fo 
make paſtimes. Marcus Columella ſaith,a man of ſingular 
good wit & underffanding, & very perfect in huzbardzp, 
Inhich bought one of thoſe Rams of africa with bim into 
France, & did put him info his paſtures, and when he bei 
came gentle, he made him fo bs put unto his Ews,which 
Ram begat in the beginning all bairylambs, and like in 
colour : but after that the ſaid lambs had been covered as 
gain once oz twice, their wool began again fo be gentle, 
ſoft and fair: and at length thoſe lambs ingendꝛing with 
their ſheep, made their fleece and wool az ſoft gentle as 
ours. This Columella recozded,thatfrom the nature of 
the Ram bp the alteration of the place and cattel, they be- 
came again fo their fozmer eſtate, and bp little and littie, 
by good 02der © govirnment, their wild natures be quite 

changed. S0 likewiſe divers beaſts become ſoongentle by 
wel uſing thereof in Yasbandzy, which afterward be 
found alwates tame and gentle, Thus J do leave here, 
wil return unto mp fozmer purpoſe, 

Thers be tws ſo;ts ol ſheep cattel, the better ſort —. 
thoſe 
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thoſe of the ſoft wool, and the other the hairy wool, & foz 
to ſhew how to buy theſe twain, there are many common 
rulcs:nevertheleſs there are allo particulars foz the better 
ſozt, tue which ye muſt take god herd ok. 
The common rules to bup,are theſe : when bis wool is 
white, fair, long, ftaple, g plein; pe muſt chaſe a bery 
white Ram, and pet offentimes a whife Ram will get a 
white lamb, but a vellow oz black Ram will never get a 
white lamb. pe muſt not chuſe a Ram by his whitereſs 
only, but when the pallet ol his tongue is ofthe fame cos 
lour of his wool; foz when cither of tl eſe two de not a- 
| gree, the lamb is like to be either black, oz ſpotted in 
LW; (ome park, as Virgil ſignifieth by thele vertes. 
\ Phe third The Ram among thy ſbeepour pull, 
or of Gcore Though he be white ot skin and wool, 
u. 0 Mark well his tongue, and therefore ſee 
If tongue and fell do both agree: 
For if they alter in any caſe, 
Their Lambs will follow the ſelf ſame race. 
Likewiſe the (cif fame reaſon is of the pellow & black 
4 theep, as is bcfoze declared, which ougbt not to babe thtr-

and it is better to have their hozns crooked and woe,

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then, then to be traight andopen. Nevertheleſs, in M-

If that the Winter be very ſto!mp in thoſe countreys, 
they do chule thoſe Rams; but ifit be calm and gentle, 
they do take dhoſe th it have no hozng, Foz the hozned Kam 
bath teis diſcommoditp; he la leth by nature each part ob 
bis body ſo well armed that he deſireth nothing but to fight 
with others.

Theſe are the chiefgneg 
of a ſound ſheep. @ignes of a rottcn ſheep are theſe; his 
belly fail of water, his lat yellow, bis liber ſhall be knof« 
ty, and full ot bliſters, e if you ſeethe it, if hall bzcak in 
pieces, his ſives pale, his eps pale e dark, his gums white, 
e the wool wil ſoon come off, if yepliuck a little thergof. 
Theſe arte the ftanes of a rotten ſheep oz unſound, 

Now foz toſave and keep them: Pe ſhall anderffand, 
pour ſheep-houſes ought to be made low hike unto a hogs- - 
ftpe, Emoze in length then in bzeadtb, warm foz winger, 
t not ſtrat; hto rooms foz fear ol hurting the lambs,paled 
and boo2ded on beth ſizes, and within the place a deſcend- 
ing foz the urine and dung.

0z the 
Lambs: noz go with any ſick Sbeep oz other beaſt: and 
it is better to lat the Lambs remain in the houſe; then to 
go with their Dams a-field. And good fo let pour beſt 
paſture remain foz your E ws, nigh pour ſheep houſes. 
The ſhepheard alſo hal often cleanſe the Foddering pla- 
ces of his ſheep, and reſerve it to litter the Bine, and 
Hozſes, and ſo to keep their houſes clean, whereby their 
bealth may be the better pzeſerved : 4 ſo in any wile they 
be not hurt oz annoyed with filthy moiffure , foz they are 
tender and nice, and do love clean plates. Ye mut alſo 
ſee that they have good ſtoze of meat, foz hunger in them 
- app the murren. A ſmal cock wel nouriſhed, encrea- 
much moze pzofit unto their Maſter, then others with 
twice ſo great a ſl ock enduring hunger. And alſo the ſhep- 
heard muſt often dzibe them ober changeable paſtures x 
ds, whereas there is ſcant of feeding, and without 
oz buſhes, uſing them after the anthozity of Virgil, 
who ſaifh by theſe Verſes following ;

He muſt provide a Shepheard, 

To lead them to and fro,

ſappoſe they would have out. bozn the ſaid winter, which 
in Autumn they might have been taken well: and there;

If it do chance that all c our cattel be ſick, pon ſhall do 
as J habe betoꝛe commanded ofgreat cattel ( which J do 
think to be a thing neceſarp,) even ſohere, J command 
againfoz a cingular remedy to change pour paſtures, and 
pour watering places, and to dzive your cattel into other 
pictures far off, 3fthat peſfitence oz murren do come by c;..,.c. .. 
great heafs, ye muſt have them unto coverts, ſh 1des, and pegilcace 
told places, It it come ol cold, pou muſt have them into 
open places againſt the Hun. And pou mult lead themby 
little g little and not too haſtily, to the end by their (off go⸗ 
ing they be not grieved, noz yet too flowly,but gently in a 
m2:an pice: 03 even as thep muſk not be fozmentod bp 
too much halte, which are already weary, and anoyed with 
this diſeaſe : even ſoit is p2ofitable to go meanlp, neither 
too faſt, noz yet too Naw, having (till exerciſe, 4 not to let 
them reſt oz lie. And when pou have bzought them unto the 
appointed place, vou muſt then part them into many froops 
oz bands, «4 fo let them ever be looked unto : being (4 
parted they are then in moꝛe ſafety. t-en ever they were 
befoze when they were together, becauſe that the Krength

Jf that the 
Eus be ofa good kind, they will bing two ks a piece, 
and ſometimes thzce at once, the which is not good, noz 
ret commended when a Goat ſo doth, And alſo being of 
two rears, to bzing at once thzee kids. If ſo, then ye 
mult nouriſh the kids, as ye do the Lambs having but 
ſmall ſaccour. | 

Eut the young Fucks muſt be a little moze cozrected 
end kept low, to abate the heat and laſciviguſneſſe in 
them: But unto the other pou muſt give abundance of 
milk; and alſo p- ſhall give them Elm-leabes and ſceds: - 
and of ꝙelllot- herb, and of Jby, oz the tender crops of 
lentile peaſe, oz other tender bzanches and crops. Alſo 
when a Goat hath kidded, pe ſhall reſerbe the neoft fair 
and frongeſt of the two - if fo be that ſhe hathtwo at 
a bir th ) foz to repleniſh alwaies pour heard, the other pe 
may ſell if ye will, oz other wi.e diſpoſe of him. Ye ſhall 
not give any kid te a Goat of a year, oz oftwo years fo 
nouriſh, foz thoſe kids which they bzing withia thoſe ſaid 
tres, ought not to be nouriſhed oz kept, except they be of 
thzre pears, and thoſe that be but a year, having a kid it

they will become burren. Allo their ket per ought foz to be 
rough unto them, in gibing them ſhary wozas: and fo be 
diligent, patient not angry, and pet bold f 2 to go with 
them thzoiugh ballies,on rocks and deſert t laces, thong 
buſhes, C<:ubs, and ſuch like, and yet nof al vaies to kol · 
law bis heard, as the keepers of other cattell: But he 
aught to be alwaies befoze his catfell, e fo be moꝛe cares 
fuil of them than any otber cattel. Foz theſe in feeding, 
and bzouling, oz paſturing, do alwaies obey the bucks, in 
deſcending and in gibing them place, and theteſi ze they 
mult needs be looked unto: when ſome do ſit, look that

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taines andfech. And ſome think it god; not fo bade in a 
t:otip oz heard above fifty Gcats, betaute they will be 
rancing . here and there q are fooliſh catfel, and wichouf 
care ſcon hanged here there, Thich are in moze danger 
tden the ſherp : thercfoge it is moze painſull unto fheir 
keeper: Alſo iet them not go in cold places, ſoz cold is 
mot yartfull nnto them.
